This Digest has been prepared by the Central Statis- 
tical Office in collaboration with the Statistics 
Divisions of Government Departments. 

The name of the department or organisation pro- 
viding the statistics is shown under each table. Some 
of the statistics provided by departments are actually 
collected by other organisations such as nationalised 
boards and trade associations. The assistance pro- 
vided by these organisations, too numerous to 
mention individually, is gratefully acknowledged. 
The figures in the Digest are mainly totals for 
calendar months or monthly averages. 

Some of the figures included in this Digest are pro- 
visional and may be revised in later issues. 


Definitions 


A Supplement of Definitions and Explanatory Notes, 
published with the January issue, gives detailed 
definitions of all the terms and units used in the 
Digest. The following general definitions should be 
noted in using the Digest: 


Area covered. Except where otherwise stated, all 
Statistics relate to the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 


Consumption and stocks. The terms ‘consump- 
tion’, ‘disposals’ and ‘stocks’ are defined in detail 
in the Supplement to the Digest. Figures of con- 
sumption and stocks are seasonal and should be 
used with caution. The stocks figures given may 
often relate to only part of the total stocks in 
the country 


External trade. Owing to differences in coverage 
and timing, figures of imports and exports are not 
always comparable with those for production, 
consumption and stocks. 


Symbols and conventions used 


Symbols. The following symbols are used through- 
out:

— nil or less than half the final digit shown 
* average (or total) of five weeks 


Change of basis. A line drawn across a column 
between two consecutive figures indicates that the 
figures above and below the line have been com- 
piled on different bases and are not strictly com- 
parable. In each case a footnote explains the 
difference. 


Rounding of figures. \n tables where figures have 
been rounded to the nearest final digit, there may 
be an apparent slight discrepancy between the sum 
of the constituent items and the total as shown. 


Table numbering. Tables were re-numbered within 
sections from the January 1977 issue. A reconcilia- 
tion of the new table numbering with the old was 
shown in the January, February and March 1977 
issues.

Note: The purpose and methodology of the Tax and Price Index were described in an article in the August 1979 issue of Economic Trends and in the September Economic 
Progress Report published by the Treasury. The purpose is to produce a single index which measures changes in both direct taxes (including national insurance contributions) 
and in retail prices for a representative cross-section of taxpayers. Thus, while the Retail Prices Index may be used to measure changes in the purchasing power of after-tax income 


(and of the income of non-taxpayers) the Tax and Price Index takes account of the fact that taxpayers will have more or less to spend according to changes in direct taxation 
The index measures the change in gross taxable income which would maintain after-tax income in real terms. 


The year-on-year change in the October 1979 Retail Prices Index, which measures changes in the prices paid by households for the goods and services they buy, reflects the 
price increase resulting from increases in Value Added Tax and other indirect taxes in the last Budget. But the Retail Prices Index does not reflect the corresponding or offsetting 
changes in income tax in that Budget. The Tax and Price Index is an additional, more comprehensive index.
